NEW RELIEF SETUP 

By virtue of authority granted the 
President by thepassage by Congress 
of what is generally known as the 
Government Re-organizatiin Act, the 
President on Tuesday of this week 
submitted to Congress Re-organiza¬ 
tion Plan No. 1. 

This plan provides for the group¬ 
ing of all relief agencies including 
WPA, PWA, NYA, CCC and other 
distinctly relief agencies under a 
consolidated agency to be known as 
the Federal Works Agency. 

In submitting his plan of consolida¬ 
tion the President said that at a time 
of “ruthless” attack on democracy 
it is necessary to keep democracy's 
tools up to date. 

It is estimated that approximately 
90,000 employes of these various ag¬ 
encies will be effected by this re¬ 
organization mostly in the WPA.

EQUALITY OF OPPORTUNITY 

Democratic freedom is the indi¬ 
vidual. A democracy preserves the, 
individual thinking and speaking of 
others. America’s political democracy 
rests on social democracy and this 
on economic distribution. The only \ 
way to continue political democracy 
is to restore economic democracy. A 
democracy will always seek to be¬ 
come economic society. Can repre¬ 
sentative government work if one 
party to the political equasion pre¬ 
sents a situation in which the eco¬ 
nomic stability is threatened? Not 
only is there a clear distinction be¬ 
tween formal and substantive free¬ 
dom but formal freedom is dependent 
to some degree upon the substantive 
freedom. 

The democratic state is a social in- \ 
strument. Its functions change as 
conditions change. What is the com¬ 
mon good is determined by the vote 
of the majority. There is one prin¬ 
ciple to govern the state. The main 
advantages lie along the line of 
political and occupational freedom. 
The roots of every government on 
feet is economic conditions. 

The present situation is such that 
it would be easy for a Hitler to get 
hold of the youth. All seem to agree 
that youth deprived of educational 
opportunity will barter for freedom j 
and for what appears to them to be 
substantive freedom. Mature men j 
and women are willing to make this | 
same substitution. What person can | 
claim equality of educational oppor¬ 
tunity? There must be equal oppor¬ 
tunity of access to the materials. 
There must be opportunity for the in¬ 
dividual to fight for what he thinks I 
the truth is on any question. 

Culture does not run parallel with ' 
the economic social status. The slave j 
has a little culture because of re- 
stricted opportunities. There cannot 
be substantive freedom without 
equality of opportunity.—Dr. R. A. 
King, President University of Louis¬ 
ville.

I WPA EDUCATIONAL WORK 

The emergency education program 
j of the Works Progress Administra¬ 
tion has made one of the most sig- 
1 inficant contributions to the progress 
! of education in the history of the 
| United States, according to the report 
j of a survey recently completed under 
the auspices of the Advisory Com¬ 
mittee on Education, of which Floyd 
W. Reeves is chairman. 

“That there was and is a demand 
for the services rendered is manifest 
in the persistence and growth of en¬ 
rollments,” the report states. “The 
people can learn; the people want 
to learn; the people intend to learn. 
What the regular educational agen¬ 
cies have failed to provide, the people 
have found—in a relief program. 

“The impetus given to education 
by the emergency program consti¬ 
tutes one of the most significant de¬ 
velopments in the history of the 
United States.” 

The report, entitled “Educational 
activities of the Works Progress Ad¬ 
ministration,” is one of a series pre¬ 
pared at the request of President 
Roosevelt on the general relationship 
of the Federal Government to educa¬ 
tion. The report is a staff study pub¬ 
lished with the approval of the Ad¬ 
visory Committee, but the staff mem¬ 
bers who wrote the report, Doak S. 
Campbell, Frederick H. Bair, and O. 
L. Harvey, are responsible for the 
opinions expressed. Dr. Campbell is 
Dean of the Graduate School of Edu¬ 
cation, Peabody College, Nashville; 
Dr. Bair is Superintendent of Schools, 
Bronxville, New York; and Dr. Har¬ 
vey, since completing his work for 
the Advisory Committee, has been 
on the staff of the Federal Committee 
on Apprentice training, U. S. Depart¬ 
ment of Labor. 

The report gives a full discussion 
of the general background and scope 
of emergency educational activities, 
beginning with the Federal Emer¬ 
gency Relief Administration in 1938; 
analyzes the program content, and 
offers an evaluation both of organi¬ 
zation and administrative procedure 
as well as of the program accomp¬ 
lishments. 

The WPA education program “has 
sought and found its principal ap¬ 
plication in the ranks of the under¬ 
privileged,” the study points out. 


“Although not deliberately so intend¬ 
ed, this is the reverse of the usual 
procedure of providing educational 
facilities to the wealthier groups 
first . . 

In evaluating the outstanding 
phases of the program, the report 
lists the following, in order of im¬ 
portance: 

“The literary and naturalization 
programs constitute the ousstanding 
contribution of the emergency pro¬ 
gram ... If within themselves they 
carry the seed of development into 
other fields of interest, they may 
serve as the key to the ducation of 
the masses. 

“Of almost equal significance is 
the program of education for family 
living. It goes into the homes of the 
people, of the underprivileged and 
needy, to help them to meet and ov¬ 
ercome the problems which are most 
immediate and intimate in their 
lives . . . It is the program above 
all others which, under some aus¬ 
pices should be developed and per¬ 
manently continued. 

“Public affairs education, a rela¬ 
tively small program in its present 
form, comes next on the list. It is 
based fundamentally on the practice 
of democratic government ... If 
democratic procedures are to persist, 
this type of educational service will 
have to become one of the most im¬ 
portant in the field of adult educa¬ 
tion . —WPA ADVISORY COM¬ 
MITTEE.
